beneath our bow. 
Our lives alone 


were uaved by the splendid marks- 
man ship of the man who operated the 
harpoon gun. for every shot he fired 
tha'. day spod true to tho mark until 
not a harpoon or a foot of line was 
left aboard. 


"We worn two hundred and flfty 


miles away from the point where wo . * 
first took up tho cha^e and. It must w' 
be remembered many times In the 
course of the chase the whale doubled 
in KB tracks, swinging sharply about 
until it scorns w«i must have covered 
almost twice this distance. 


"Our prize weighed seventy tons,
